1, In view of the anticipated necessity for the Board to prepare, 
in the near future, a report of progress in implementing approved Jed 
recommendations of the Joint Study Group, I believe it would be desirable, = 
as an initial step, to referto appropriate USIB committees those approved 
recommendations which deal with matters for which these committees are 
responsible. Specifically, Joint Study Group recommendations 10, 14, 

15, 18, 38, 40, and 42 are among those that would fall within this category. 


2. I propose, therefore, that the Board ‘assign responsibility to the 
committees as indicated in the attached chart and instruct them to furnish 
to the Board (with a copy to the Assistant for Coordination) an initial 
report of progress within 30 days, The Assistant for Coordination will 
monitor and assist the work of the committees, and he and his Staff will 
be available to help and advise in the resolution of any difficulties 
encountered.
